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Horsemen as a class are conservatives. In a world dominated by 
change and obsolescence, they take pride in methods and equipment which 
show only minor variations from those used by their grandfathers. There 
have been a few changes during this century in the way we breed, break, 
train, ride and feed our horses, but they are negligible compared, for in- 
stance, to the changes made in the Ford car from 1906 to 1956. No one 
would think of buying a car 25 vears old, but a well kept saddle of that 
vintage finds a ready market. 

By the same token the readers, owners and editors of The Chronicle 
are conservative about their publication. Because we think of horses pri- 
marily in terms of sport, rather than in terms of business, The Chronicle 
has a special character which is its most important asset. The letters, re- 
ports and articles which sportsmen all over the world take the trouble to 
send us give it a quality which no group of professional writers could pos- 
sibly duplicate. 

In consequence proposed changes in The Chronicle are looked upon 
with apprehension and suspicion. We think of many other long established 
and conservative publications which have either been forced out of busi- 
ness or hove lowered their standards to secure greater mass appeal. On 
the other hand it is obvious that The Chronicle must adapt its conservatism 
to our changing world if it is to survive. Actually it has undergone con- 
siderable physical change during the four years of its present management 
—smaller size, better paper, Justowriter composition, offset printing. There 
have been corresponding editorial changes. The Young Entry, Polo and 
Book Review sections have been added. We have become the official publi- 
cation of four additional organisations. At the time of Joe Palmer’s death 
he seemed irreplaceable, but Providence in the form of Humphrey Finney 
guided us to Raleigh Burroughs’ desk. The increase in the number of horse 
events and in our coverage has compelled a decrease in the number of 
articles of general interest. 

What of 1957? We shall have to rely more on show secretaries for 
horse show reports, the volume of which now constitutes one of our major 
problems. The steady rise in circulation during the past four years has 
been most gratifying: we hope our readers will help accelerate the pace by 
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giving to new subscribers the enve- 
lopes which come once a month with 
the paper. Probably the most im- 
portant development of the year will 
stem from the fact that advertisers 
of quality products are at last be- 
ginning to recognise that Chronicle 
readers offer them one of the coun- 
try’s best markets. If we can add 
this advertising, we can add more 
pages, more news coverage, ar- 
ticles, pictures, and new features. 
To achieve these goals will require 
not just the efforts of the individuals 
directly responsible for producing 
The Chronicle, but also the full co- 
operation of the more than 20,000 
people who every week read, mark. 
learn and inwardly digest its con- 
tents.

Gradually increasing since its revival 
following World War II, hunt racing’s mon 
etary distribution passed the $100,000 
mark during 1956 to seta new high for this 
division of Thoroughbred racing. During a 
highly successful year of sport, 22 organ- 
izations sponsored 26 days of racing with 
a total purse disbursement of $100,298, 
Topping the list, the Rolling Rock Hunt 
Racing Association at Ligonier, Pa., dis 
tributed $18,320 during its two-day meet 
ing in October. Not far behind, the Cecil 
County Breeders’ Fair offered $17,771 
during their two-day session at Fair Hill, 
Md., in September. Sponsored by Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott, at her Montpelier 
Station, Va. estate, the admission-free 
Montpelier Hunt Races paid out $7,760 to 
set the purse pace for one-day meetings.

Receiving a generous share of public- 
ity and showing a marked increase in 
spectator interest each year, hunt racing 
as a whole is more than paying its own 
way. According to available reports, only 
one meeting operated at a loss during the 
year, while many meetings operating for 
charitable purposes turned over sizeable 
sums to worthy institutions and organiz- 
ations.

Swaps with five world records to his 
credit was named the best horse four 
years old and up and Horse of the Year 
in ‘‘Turf and Sport Digest’s”’ 21st Annual 
Poll of the nation's leading sports authori- 
ties. 

Of the 140 writers and sportscasters 
voting, 78 called Rex C, Ellsworth’s Swaps 
tops. Leslie Combs II’s Nashua received 
45 votes to earn second place and the 
Florida-bred Needles - owned by Dudley 
and Heath was third with 11 tallies. 

Only six horses figured in the Horse 
of the Year voting. Besides the three 
mentioned, E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s Son 
received three votes, Calumet Farm’s 
Bardstown drew two and his stablemate, 
Barbizon, attracted one, 

Barbizon’s victory in the $319,210 
Garden State, the only stakes race he 
contested in a campaign limited to six 
Starts, carried enough weight to cause 
his being named the leading two-year-old 
colt. He polled 263 points, 40 more than 
the runner-up, Bold Ruler. King Hairan, 
which won eight stakes but never raced 
beyond six and one-half furlongs, was third 
with 103 points, Federal Hill, only colt 
ever to beat Barbizon, edged Greek Game, 
80 to 63, for fourth position. 

Charlton Clay’s swift Leallah was much 
the best juvenile filly of the year, accord- 
ing to the thinking of Poll participants, 
She racked up 310 points to 197 for Ro- 
manita, 103 for Alanesian, and 40 each 
for Lebkuchen and Miss Blue Jay. 

Needles, winner of four $100,000 races 
in 1956, ran off with the three-year-old 
championship. He amassed 344 points to 
223 for the hard-hitting Swoon’s Son, 
Fabius - 78, Career Boy - 66; and Ren- 
eged - 23 were next in line, 

Swaps, which played second fiddle to 
Nashua in the three-year-old balloting 
last season, avenged that defeat this year 





by drawing 314 points in the four-year- 
old-and-up category. Nashua commanded 
291 points to hold second place. Bards- 
town, Bobby Brocato and Mister Gus were 
outdistanced,

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TRPB ANNUAL REPORT 

The Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau through its President, Spencer J. 
Dayton, has recently issued its eleventh 
annual report. At the present time the 
organization serves 39 member tracks 
with 1,709 racing days which represent 
respective increases of 18 and 29 percent 
as compared with the numbers serviced 
ten years ago. The TRPB is now recog- 
nized and accepted nationally and inter- 
nationally as the agency to investigate 
and to prevent wrongdoing in Thorough- 
bred racing, During the twelve months 
ending November 1, 1956, it, undertook 
1,575 separate investigations, anincrease 
of 19 per cent over the same period in 
1955, These investigations included false 
ownership of horses; false applications 
for licenses; stimulations; backgrounds of 
racing licensees; stable area and other 
employees; mutuel ticket counterfeiting; 
narcotics violations; ringers; false stud 
book registrations; touting and bookmak- 
ing; admission irregularities; bribery; 
race fixing; thefts and shortages in the 
mutuel department; code of standards vio- 
lations; illegal wire service operations; 
causes of fire; and special surveys. As 
compared to last year matters requiring 
additional attention were allegations of 
false horse ownership, stimulations, and 
owner applicunt cases. 

The TRPB has established the foll- 
owing programs and controls which have 
proven effective in preventing racing vio- 
lations and keeping out of racing those 
undesirables who would be a detriment to 
it: TRPB investigative personnel; finger- 
printing; lip tattoo brand; special reports 
on individuals whose aggravated racing 
offenses warrant their expulsion from rac- 
ing on a national basis; ejection of un- 
desirables; license, employee and stall 
applicant searches; general intelligence 
file; fire and other surveys; central files 
and indices; and puslications and press 
releases, 

Out of 39 member racing associations, 
26 used the TRPB service of over-all 
police supervision under which the organi- 
zation assumes the responsibility of 
supervising all policing personnel.

After last season, when the elements 
before Christmas seemed to conspire 
against sport, it is a pleasure to record 
the proceedings of the Blue Ridge Hunt 
this autumn. The epidemic of rabies 
among grey foxes which broke out some 
three years ago, took two of these to 
run its course. Since no cases were re- 
ported in Clarke County during 1955, 
the bounty imposed by the Board of Super- 
visors was lifted in January of 1956, 
Not only has our fox population increased 
considerably in consequence, but that in- 
crease has beenalmostentirely among red 
foxes, the greys now constituting only 
about ten per cent of the total. 

The training of the young entry was 
begun this year during April, instead of 
during the more traditional month of Au- 
gust. Not only did the cooler weather 
make this important task pleasanter for a 
number of members of the field who gener- 
ously assisted, but it was also advantag- 
eous to hounds. Because of this early 


‘start we were able toeliminate the unsuit- 


able hounds and give added training to 
those who made the grade, thus making it 
possible to start the cubbing season earl- 
ier and to get along faster with the busi- 
ness of fox chasing. This cubbing season 
proved to be the best for several years. 
Hounds turned in one good morning after 
another, including one sequence of eight 
good days in a row. 

Weather conditions during November 
were spotty, as they so often are, produc- 
ing sport varying from good to bad. Be- 
ginning November first, however, when 
hounds found in the first covert drawn on 
the Huntover Farm, and raced away south 
to Sherwood and return, one good hunt- 
ing day has succeeded another. Perhaps 
the best ‘of these was December 18th. At 
ten minutes past three (the three o’clock 
fox) hounds were cast into the middle 
section of the Hill and Dale woods and 
immediately opened with a spine tingling 
roar. A dog fox and his lady love were 
responsible for this commotion, the vixen 
running north, pursued by two and a half 
couple, which eventually rejoined the main 
body of the pack. The man of the family 
gallantly set off in the opposite direction, 
being viewed in the open as he crossed 
to the south woods. Here hounds checked 
for an instant, but the field, which got 
ahead of the pack at this point, had a 








fine view of their pilot as he ran southeast 
across the valley and over the ridge behind 


the Price house. Instead of making for 


Craig Run, the line he had taken a fort- 


night before, he turned south across 
Price’s spring branch to the fringe of 
woods on top of the ridge, running thence 
west across Possum Hollow road and 
shortly thereafter south into Springsbury. 
Continuing south west he skirted Stubble- 
field and crossed the road into the Friant 
bluegrass, the field getting a picturesque 
view of the pack in silhouette as they drove 
south along the ridge with the setting sun 
as a background. In the Clay Hill blue- 
grass woods we had our first major check, 
but Sentry °54, casting ahead into Shan 
Hill, announced the glad tidings and the 
pack flew to him. The fox now took a cir- 
cuitous route around the river bluff and 
then turned west where he encountered 
Mann Mason, exercising a horse (bigges’ 
fox I ever see), and promptly turned his 
mask for home. Huntsman Gardner, util- 
izing this bit of information, promptly put 
them on the indicated line.- Now on better 











terms with their fox and running up wind, 
hounds drove hard across the Clay Hill 
and Friant bluegrass, passing Stubblefield 
a hundred yards to the west of the south- 
bound line and running northeast to the 
Springsbury run where they checked again, 
A few hounds whimpered here and there 
as they cast north across the road at 
exactly the same point they had crossed it 
forty minutes ago. In the woods on the 
far side they seemed at a complete loss 
and, as it was getting dark, the Master 
told the huntsman to take them home, 

Apparently this was all the encourage- 
ment needed, however, for just at this 
moment Sentry (who was having a great 
day) threw his tongue with a flourish at the 
north end of the wood - and we were off 
again. Straight as a string he led them 
back to the exact spot where they had so 
rudely interrupted his courtship. All of a 
sudden the cry ceased, suggesting that he 
had perhaps gone to ground. But not this 
fox. Casting themselves all around the 
clock hounds picked up the line in the 
open to the east, ran down to Craig Run 
and turned south along the stream, pre- 
senting another perfect picture to those of 
the field still remaining as they galloped 
parallel along the ridge above. He held 
this course unchanged until he reached the 
river road, turned west under the bank, 
climbed up it when he came to the quarry 
and then ran northwest for a third trip 
through the Hill and Dale woods. By now.

it was really getting dark and we were 
beginning to be thankful that our horses 
could see the fences so much better than 
their riders. So, at a notunwelcome check 
just before entering the woods, hounds 
were regretfully taken home. We had had 
an hour and 55 minutes of the best, in 
the same field with hounds all the way 
which had been in view 90 per cent of the 
time. Furthermore they had run over grass 
throughout, not crossing a single piece of 
plough. As hounds, horses and riders hack- 
ed home in the darkness it was with that 
inward glow of satisfaction and fulfillment 
known only to those who have got to the 
end of a five star day. 

It is also pleasant to record that all 
this good sport has been shared by the 
largest fields which have hunted with Blue 
Ridge for many years.

The Aotea Polo Team 


The Aotea Polo team, a group of four 
farmers who visited England this season, 
has returned to New Zealand wiser, but 
apparently not poorer, for the sale of their 
seventeen ponies cleared their expenses, 
The ponies landed in wonderful order con- 
sidering the length of their sea voyage -

thirty-one days. After the first week of 
landing, the ponies were shod and ridden 
and polo practice began the second week, 
The first match was played at Windsor 
Park, twenty-one days after landing, and 
although this was far too short a prepar- 
ation, the ponies put up a good show. Had 
the team not accepted this offer, the opp- 
ortunity to play at Windsor ( and against 
the Duke of Edinburgh) would not have 
occurred again. | 

Authorities in England considered that 
the ponies would not become completely 
acclimatized for at least twelve months, 
but the players were amazed at their 
weekly progress. The New Zealanders 
thought that English polo, with its precis- 
ion, quick turning and pony contro] seemed 
to take more out of a pony than did their 
type of play. Ponies playing in England, 
mostly bought from abroad, have all re- 
ceived much more training and bitting than 
their New Zealand brothers. All are 
trained on curbs and martingales, and very 
few are played in snaffles. Experts consid- 
er that the Aotea ponies would have been 
much better, and worth more financially 
had they been trained in curbs, 

New Zealand handicaps being at least 
two or three goals per man above inter- 
national standards, Aotea, before leaving 
New Zealand, asked for a reduction of one 
goal per man in order to qualify for the 
Gold Cup Tournament for 18 to 20 goal 
teams. Aotea were thus playing on an 18 
goal basis, when 14 was nearer their value. 
After the Gold Cup series, Aotea were re- 
handicapped at 12 goals, which allowed 
them to play in Medium Goal tournaments. 

The team played for almost twelve 
weeks, the first two weeks on ponies lent 
by Lord Cowdray. For ten weeks they play- 
ed their ownponies in twelve matches, win- 
ning four of them, There were about an 
equal number of practice games. Matches 
consisted of four chukkers in Medium 
grade, five in Senior, and six in Gold Cup 
series. On practice days they played from 
four to six chukkers. The team played 
at Cowdray Park, Windsor Park, Roe- 
hampton and Cirencester. Grounds were 
maintained in wonderful order, being roll- 
ed and mown weekly. 

Many enquiries for the sale of the 
ponies were received but the lot were sold 
to Lord Cowdray, ata figure, which ‘more 
than covered shipping costs’’. Remember 
that that was in the vicinity of 200 pounds 
per pony. The team was fortunate in having 
a host of New Zealand girls, to assist as 
grooms. At least eight girls, holidaying 
in Great Britain, helped at different times 
in the grooming and exercising of the 
ponies, and they were of particular use on 
match days. The whole project was a 
private enterprise, instigated in the first 
place by Lord Cowdray’s invitation to J. 
G. Wilson, Once the team arrived in Eng- 
land, the Lord Cowdray Club met all pony 
expenses, and the team received the great- 
est hospitality and kindness throughout 
its stay.

Wine Cellar

When the American writer, F, Scott 
Fitzgerald, asked, ‘‘What makes the rich 
so very different from the rest of us?’’, 
Ernest Hemingway was quick to reply, 
*‘They’ve got more money.”’ This ex 
change, it should be noted, took place in 
the twenties. To be ‘‘rich”’ inthe FIFTIES 
implies a good deal more than money, 
Most of all it implies an aristocracy of 
TASTE ..... with its most arresting sym- 
bols: horses and wine.

In the United States, however, 
the love of horses appears to be running 
several furlongs to the fore of our interest 
in wines, The wine cellar - or perhaps 
more to the point, the wine STABLE - is 
hardly as common inAmericaas the stable 
of fine horses. Just as the owner takes 
pride in the bloodlines which produce his 
superior racing stable, so is the true wine 
lover vitally concerned with the careful 
breeding of the grapes from which his 
superb beverage originates, The location 
of the vineyards and their particular 
grapes are critical considerations in the 
development of fine wines, The pedigree of 
wine is one of the basic verities among 
wine lovers, and detailed records are kept 
to assure the finest selection in the long 
meticulous journey from the gentle slopes 
of France’s vineyard country to the wine 
lover's lips. 

There is also the question of perfor- 
mance, Wines, too, are ‘‘put through their 
paces.” They are tasted by professional 
*‘degustateurs”’,.... men whoview their art 
as a sacred rite, The wine is examined for 
fragrance, clarity, brilliance..... - its bou- 
quet is carefully studied..... it is scrutin- 
ized for its sweetness or dryness, its body 
or lightness, its ripeness, freshness or 
strength.... and for its robustness or del- 
icacy.

Then, if the wine passes this exacting 
scrutiny, it is aged in the “‘cellier” - the 
traditional wine cellar, where the temper- 
ature is right, the angle of rest justso, the 
atmosphere precisely set - to assure the 
ulitmate pleasure in wine drinking. Fin- 
ally, when the bottle is taken up from the 
cellar, the cork removed, and the wine 
glass brought to the lips, the climax of the 
long and arduous process is achieved. 

For the consumer of this carefully cul- 
tured product, the correct attitude toward 
the wine becomes a vital element in its 
consumption. To enjoy wines at their 
finest, a whole variety should be readily 
available, from which you may choose the 
right Burgundy, for example, depending on 
your evening menu... or the right Rose 
wine... or the right Chablis. To have this 
varied selection , a wine cellar should be 
an essential part of one’s estate, 

Indeed, among our families of taste and 
sophistication, the wine cellar should re- 
quire little justification, But from Colon- 
ial times, wine and food have been twoun- 
wedded items on the American menu, In 
pioneer days Indian attacks and primitive 
transport facilities made it essential that 
basic foods receive first priority. Inmod 
ern times, the American palate has been 
oddly victimized by the world’s best 
plumbing and water purification systems. 
As a food, wine has not yet become a nec- 
essity as it is inEuropeancountries where 
the purity of water is often doubtful. 

The development of a personal wine 
cellar should be a slow and methodical 
process. In Europe it is not uncommon to 
find century-old wine cellars, passed down 
through the generations, often the cardinal 
asset of a family’s estate. Your start 
should be a modest one - perhaps simply 
with a supply of daily wine.... a good table 
wine for everyday use - probably a white 
wine. For special occasions you might want 
a stock more full bodied, ‘‘prestige” 
wines, such as Pommard, Chablis or 
Quincy. 

As you add toyour collection,... as your 
cellar achieves variety , age and abun- 
dance, your wines will provide a source of 
cultivated harmony as you dine andenter- 
tain. You will have just the right wine to 
accompany your fish, poultry and light 
colored meats.... your red wines, such as 
Clarets and Burgundies, will provide the 


right tang with your red meats and game... 


when the fare is salmon or bass you'll 
call on your WHITE Burgundies.... and 
particularly at luncheons - usually a light- 
er, more informal meal - you will select 
a bottle from the Rose rack, 

More important, you will develop a 
*‘sense’’ of wine selection....not based 


on a rigid loyalty to formal do’s and don’ts 
about wine drinking....but rather on your 
own sure tastes and preferences. And as 
these tastes and preferences become re- 
fined, a classic pattern of wine select- 
ion will begin to emerge.

import in both of his victories to register 


an initial triumph in the gruelling race. 
Currently a successful trainer on the 
major courses, Frank A. Bonsal, Sr., rode 
Bon Master to win the 1927 and ’28 renew- 
als. 
$100,000 Purse Distribution 

During 1956 the new high purse dis- 
tribution of $100,298 was fairly well dis- 
bursed among hunt racing’s many partici- 
pants and no one had a run-away triumph 
for first honors. By virtue of *Seregal’s 
victory in the 20th running of the Internat- 
ional Gold Cup at Ligonier, Pa., the Tre- 
mont Farms emerged as hunt racing’s 
leading stable with net earnings of $7,130. 
Owned by William H, Frantz, president of 
the Rose Tree Fox Hunting Club, Media, 
Pa., the 4 horses representing the stable 
trained by M, G, “*Mickey’’ Walsh, won 5 
races over obstacles and 1 on the flat. 

Riding as a professional with intentions 
of training as a career in future years, 
William H, Frantz, Jr., won most of the 
races for his father, including the Inter- 
national Gold Cup, a thrilling victory which 
placed a net of $4,195 in the Tremont 
Stables’ coffers, Married to Patricia Glen 
non at the conclusion of the fall hunt racing 
season, young ‘“‘Billy’” Frantz now makes 
his. home in Southern Pines, N. C., where 
he will start training *chasers under the 
watchful eyes of his mentor, Mickey Walsh. 


Watters Leading Trainer 

As Sidney Watters, Jr., led the steeple- 
chase trainers for national honors, he 
paced the hunt racing division of Thorough- 
bred racing with a total of 17 winners sad- 
dled during the spring and fall agenda, Of 
this number, 10 were registered over ob- 
stacles, while 7 winners of flat races gave 
him his leadership. Also campaigning a 
large public stable, D, M. ‘‘Mike’’ Smith- 
wick sent out the winners of 13 jumping 
races and 2 flatevents totie for 2nd honors 
with Dennis Murphy. The latter, now in 
winter quarters in Camden, S, C., sent out 
12 winners over jumps and 4 on the flat 
for his total of 16, Both former amateur 
riders, Watters makes his headquarters 
at Fair Hill, Md. home of the Foxcatcher 
Hounds and the famous Foxcatcher Nation- 
al Steeplechase. Still an occasional rider 
over timber, Mike Smithwick and his fam- 
ous riding brother ‘‘Paddy’’ are located 
at Hyde, in the heart of Maryland’s noted 
hunting: country. 


P, Smithwick Leading Rider 
Second for many years to the perennial 
leader of steeplechase riders, F. D, ‘‘Doo- 
ley” Adams, top honors finally fell to A, 
P, ‘‘Paddy”’® Smithwick in the national pic- 
ture and at hunt race meetings in 1956, Ac- 
tive from the Ist hunt race meeting at 
Southern Pines, N, C., inMarch, until Col- 
orado Prince sidelined him with a spill 
at Belmont Park on October 8, Smithwick 
rode a total of 10 winners on the hunt cir- 
cuit, James Murphy rode a like number at 


hunt race meetings, but the ‘‘jumping”’ 
honors fell to Smithwick as 9 of his total 
were won over obstacles, while Murphy's 
10 were evenly divided between jumping 
and flat races. Place honors fell toMelvin 
Ferral, who rode 6winners over jumps and 
3 on the flat for a total of 9. Apprentice 
rider William Murphy, brother of James 
and son of trainer Dennis Murphy, scored 
with 5 over obstacles and 3 on the flat for 
a total of 8 winners. Riding all of his win- 
ners over timber, Grover Stephens, train- 
er of Gillian, rode the sturdy mare to her 
4 victories and won with Cherwell at Lig- 
onier, Pa., for a total of 5. 


New Owners 

During hunt racing’s exceedingly succ- 
essful year, followers of the sport witness- 
ed the return of some famous racing silks 
which received their baptism on the ama- 
teur circuit, and new silks making their 
debut. Long established as a leading owner 
and breeder, Walter M. Jeffords, Glen 
Riddle, Pa., returned with PolicemanDay. 
Trained by Sidney Watters, Jr. , the new- 
comer finished 2nd to Breakers Ahead at 
Middleburg, Va., before going onto stakes 
victories at the major courses, Making a 
debut in hunt racing, Randolph Rouse pur- 
chased Ricacho, a fleet timber-topper 
early in the spring and watched him win the 
Gloucester Fox Hunters Plate at Rose 
Tree and the coveted Connecticut Cup at 
the Adjacent Hunts’ race meeting. Follow-~ 
ing this success, he purchased Curly Joe 
from the Walsh-Troiano dispersal at Sara- 
toga Springs and was rewarded with a trio 
of consecutive victories over brush and 
hurdles during the fall session. Both Ri- 
cacho and Curly Joe are trained by D. M 
**Mike”’ Smithwick. 
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Midwest Circuit 

In the midwest, where five wide-spread 
meetings and two races atSouthern Pines, 
N. C., and Camden, S, C., comprise the 
circuit, Guilford Dudley, Jr., of Nashville, 
Tenn., ranked on top. Occasionally riding 
one of his own horses, the popular sports- 
man raced 5 horses and wona like number 
of races. Most successful was his Here’s 
Why, a triple winner over obstacles. With 
the purse money well divided in the mid- 
west, the Nashville owner grossed $2,940. 

Racing only two horses, Burford Dan- 
ner won a trio of timber races with Jam- 
aica Boy and two flat races with Ambir- 
ion to gross $2,397, Placing in one other 
event over timber, Jamaica Boy earned 11 
points and the 3rd prize of $400 inthe tim- 
ber division of the United Hunts Racing 
Association’s awards. Winning only two 
races, but managing to make the Iroquois 
Memorial at Nashville one of them, Jarrin 
John, Dr. Paul L. Dent’s lone represent- 
ative earned $2,925. 

Should the Arlington Park Hurdle Stake 
be called a “‘hunt race’’, this would make 
Harry M. Rhett, Jr., Huntsville, Ala., the 
monetary leader of the midwestern cir- 
cuit. His home-bred Port Call captured 
the 1956 running and picked up a net sum 
of $2,980. This, along with money earned 
by Port Call’s victories in the Irishman’s 
Run at Indianapolis and the Chickasaw 
Hurdle at Germantown, Tenn., along with 
a $40 assist from his Princess Bug, gave 
him a gross of $4,225, However, the Arl- 
ington feature is under the Illinois Racing 
Board and not under sanction from the 
Hunts Committee of the National Steeple- 
chase & Hunt Association, This places it in 
a category alone.

Riding Chips, a 10-year-old hunter, it 
takes Donovan an hour. 

For the homeward journey after sun- 
down, Chips is equipped with front and 
rear lights and a reflector. 





While Donovan is at work, Chips is 
stabled in one of the firm’s garages, with 
Bill Woodcock, maintenance engineer, act- 
ing as head groom, 

Donovan estimates Chips saves him 
three-quarters of a gallon of gasoline 
a day.
